It is ordered to approve the February Transient Room Tax in the amount
of $276,685.46 to be disbursed as follows:

It is ordered to pay the invoice dated February 25, 2023, to PFGW for the
Sports Complex Project, in the amount of $103,097.25. This is pursuant
to the Interlocal Cooperation Agreement dated September 7, 2022,
between City of Paducah, Kentucky, the County of McCracken County,
Kentucky, and the Sports Tourism Commission. As per the Interlocal
Agreement, the City of Paducah pays half of the invoice to McCracken
County. Further, the Treasurer is authorized to transfer $51,548.62 from
the General Fund to the Sports Complex Project Fund.

It is ordered to pay the invoices listed below to Barkley Regional Airport
Authority for new terminal expenses, in the amount of $77,636.01. This
amount is one-half of the total invoices of $155,272.00 and is pursuant to
the Interlocal Cooperation Agreement dated August 28, 2021, between
City of Paducah, Kentucky, the County of McCracken County, Kentucky,
and the Barkley Regional Airport Authority.
